NATIONAL CAPITAL.

Senator Allen of Washington Introduces
a4 Bill Relative to Puyallup In-
dian Reservation Lands.

The President has appointed the fol-

The Benate Committes on Finance has
agreed to make an adverse report on

Delegate Calne of Utah presented a
memorial from the Legielative Assembly
of Utah seking for an aprroprlalinn of
$500,000 for a public hoilding at Salt
Lake City, $260,000 for a public building
at Ogden, 8100000 for the game purpose
at P'rove and 75,000 for a building at
Logan.
